From Macleod to Cardtos, Once 
Rancher’s Paradise, Now Waving 
Fields of Grain.

Cardston, Aug. 8-A forty-two . mile 
drive from Macleod due south to Card- 
ston through @ country that for years 
was a ranchet’s paradise and never grew 
crop of wheat until this year cannot 
fail to impress one with the unlimited 
potentialities of this wonderful area, 
The vourse is aléng the old Fort Ben- 
ton trial which was used chiefly, in the 
fall of the year, when water was scarce 

to bring supplies into Macleod from 
Montan\, Those were the days when the 
hull-whicker was in his glory and whis- 
key was amuggled freely. Although the 
trail has been trodden for thirty-five 
years ,throngh all seasons of the year, 
it is better today than when it first wore 
awey the sod. The prairié is atill the 
home of the gopher, the badger and the 
roving Indians, while on all sides there 
is an inmense profusion of roses and 
wild flowers indicating that the vegeta- 
tion this year has been prolific. 
The Pacing ofthe Rancher. 

Ho it has been for years. -A_ marvel- 
lous change, however, is sweeping over 
the prairie. Four years ago there was 
teareely a settler inns the trail from 
Macleod to the tradiag post at Standoff, 
a distance of t renty-two miles. Twelvo 
niles west of Standoff was the famous 
Cochrane ranch where thoudands of cat- 
tle were cowated on the hills, while just 
opposite. the trading post are the build- 
ings of the old Oxley ranch. At Standoff 
there has long stood a hostelry for the 
prairie travellers and a trading t for 
the Indians. It is between Macl and 
Standoff that the tromsformation is in 
progress. Within the past few years 
ranchers have come into the country and 
turned their horses and cattle on the 
prairie to feed and multiply. They soon 
saw the opportunities for farming as 
well as ranching. Last year hundreds 
of acres of prairie sod were turned and 
fall wheat sown and this year many 
more acres of spring wheat were prepar- 
ed for seed; The harvest is now on. 
Daring the day the rancher-farmer is at 
work with his binder and at night he 
gets come sort of a nightmare and by 
morning his wheat in in stooks, 

A Glorious Vista. 

Your correspondent today made the 
trip from Macleod to Cardston in an 
open rig. For mile after mile along the 
trail there are glorious variations in the 
landscape coloring caused by the alter- 
nation. of prairie. land, plowed ~ fields 
awaiting the seed, the light green color 
of oats, the darker and shading color of 
epriing wheat and the golden stretches of 
Alberta Red. Almost every rancher has 
some land under cultivation this year 
and the successful yield is ample indica- 
tion of the wealth of the district for 
wheat growing. Here is the passing of 
the rancher and the coming of the 
farmer, Just out of Macleod Mr. Lee has 
@ fine field of fal! wheat. Then follow in 
succession the wheat fields of Messrs. 
Robinson, Squires, W. Glass, H. Russell, 
Page, Taylor, Hurd and Clarke. The 
latter field is exceptionally fine nd will 
easily yield 40 bushels to the acre. The 
hot weather of the past week has given 
the grain that desirable hardness and 
fullness which will make-it grade the 
best of No. 1. The spring wheat ‘has 
sprouted and grown under the most fa- 
vorable conditions and ewill soon be 
ready to be cut. Oats are alsogrown in 
considerable quantity, They appear to 
be short in the straw and are plagued 
with gophers but the yield will be large 
and the grade excellent. 

The Passing of the Cechrane Ranch. 

The Cochrane ranch is almost a house- 
hold word in Southern Alberta. An en- 
ormous area of 67,000 acres was ranched 
by the Cochrane Land Co. ands many 
horses and cattlo in Alberta today carry 
their brand. Two years ago the entire 
ranch was sold to the Mormon people at 
$6 per acre the deal being negotiated’ 
} Mr. Woods, the president of the 

lormon settlement, which is there now. 
The change which has come .over thir 
district is typical of the general trans- 
formation which is going on im varying 
degrees all over this country. The fiélds 
are being fenced in and when your cor- 
respondent saw them away in the dis- 
cance they dotted the landscape like 
yellow patches of gold. 

First Crop cf Winter Wheat, 

The trading post at Standoff is situat- 
ed on a large stretch of rich bottom Jand 
Iving heween the river Kootenai and the 
Reity, which rivera join a short dis- 
tance to the east? This large area coni- 
prising 3,400 acres is owned by Mr. Geo. 
Pearson, who formerly. was in the em- 
ploy of the Cochrane Raach (Co, Ten 
years ago Mr, Pearson tock over the 
treading post and shortly after hought 
out the Oxley ranch which lies opposite. 
There is an ideal ranching and farming 
district of the richest bottom land, Mr. 
Pearson is a joint rancher and farmer. 
He has 150 head of cattle and 150 Ciydes- 
dale horses, Of these four two years olds 
recently sold for $1,000. Last year the 
first sod of the Oxley ranch was turned 
and 50 acres'of winter wheat were sown, 
This spring an additional 150 acres were 
prepared and sown to spring wheat, and 
Mr. Pearson now haa 115 acres of land 
which will he seeded down as soon as the 
men can find time to do it. Harvest has 
begun on the winter wheat and Mr. 
Pearson is rejoicing in a magdificent 
stand of grain, : ’ 

“1 could not wish for a more excel- 
lent crop,” saya Mr. Pearson, “when I 
turn mv threshing outfit into that it 
will easily yield 50 bushels to the acre.” 
Mr. his fellow farmers 
along the line have been so successful 
with their wheat that they will keep on 
raising larger crops every year. 

The Bleed Reserve. 

Across the Belly river is the southern 
portion of the Blood Indian Reserve 
which in all comprises 400,000 acres for 


the unrestrained enjoyment of about 
1,000 Indians. From Standoff to Card- 
ston, a distance of twenty miles, the 
trail lies over we sth the J 
stretches of upland: tie that éver 
nourished the q@ild rose.

One of the first breaks in the inactivity 
may be the opening of a short railway 
line from Macleod to Cardston. A com- 
pany has teen incorporated for this 
purpose and it has reecnty received a 
subsidy of $3,200 per mile from the Do- 
minion government. +The line may be 
begun this fall but moré likely early in 
the spring of next year. This will mean 
n great impetus to the cotintry adjoin- 
ing the. railway for at the present time 
the matter of transportation of his grain 
in a great drawback to the farmer.

Ottawa, Aug. 10—That August Le- 
miieux, the lost guide of the Miatas- 
sini Lake, St. John district, was mur- 
dered and eaten by the two men who 
had engaged him to Jead them to Lake 
Wahwanipi, in Lake Chibougammoo 
region, is partially confirmed by the 
aworn statement issued bythenine men 
who, after a search through the far 
ofi region, discovered the remains. of 
the unfortunate man and buried them 
at Lake Chamoucha, the acene of the 
tragedy. They have made out a@ re- 
port of their discovery, the statement 
being exactly what they saw, and 
swearing to their statements as cor- 
rect in every detail,

were guilty of a deed such a6 can hard- 
ly be credited-to any inhabitants of 
the least civilized countries of the 
world, The search party was compos- 
ed of Geo.

The land question, which was thor 
oughly threshed out during the last 
elections in Alberta and Saskatche- 
wan, has again in default of any 
teal issue—been revived by Mr. Haul. 
tain in Saskatchewan 

fn his address at Regina opendag 
the campaign he evolved a grievance 
from the fact that Saskatchewan, 1: 
Neu of the public lands administer. i 
by the Federal Government, is to re- 
ceive in perpetuity an annual = cash 
grant which is now close on to $500, 
ow, and which wil) inerease with the 
population until on a provineial cen 
aus of 1,200,000 the grant will become 
$1,125,000 ,remaining at* that yearly 
thereafter, r 7 t 

In the elections of 1906 the school 
question was made a storm centre by 
the Conservative party. The West wa: 
vaguely represented as a Land of Pro- 
Mise whose future some dire 
misfortune impended because of some 
pernicious school system planned to 
destroy the national life of the coun. 
try, They found, however, that th 
Western public was too clear-headed 
to be talked into believing themselver 
an oppressed people. 

To-day the issue is a dead one, For 
after three years of actual experienc 
of this condemned i: tp policy the 
worn-out arguments 0 1905 would 
simply be thrown away upon a com 
tented people, But now the land ques 
tion is to be made serve a similar 
purpose to the schools in 1906.

Moreover in the Leg 
islature Premier Roblin stated Uhat

The exact portion of that speeec 
delivered on January th in refer 
enee to the public domain runs: 


“We ask, as T have stated, fo 
nothing that will injure anyon 
elve. We ask that the terms an 
conditions be the same as apply t 
Alberta and Saskatchewan, 

“We-aro asking not only for th 
enlargement of our boundaries, bu: 
we are asking for the same term: 
and conditions as have been. gives 
to Alberta and Saskatchewan, W: 
want no more than has been gives 
them; we will accept no less and 
feel that justice has been done us,’ 


And again Premier Roblin said it 
that speech : 


“Ontario, if she gets it (the dis 
puted territory) will have every acr 
of land, every stick of timber, ever: 
ounce of mineral, and every fish 
that. swims; eo that you see unles. 
this territory is secured to us under 


some arr mt financia! in ite 
character, which will be beueficia! 
te wie , the addition of th 
ter’ would be the incurring oi 
'@ large for the maintenance 
of law order without one single 


dollar of additional. revenue.”

The Copservative Premier of Mani 
toba asked for his Province the same 


and Saskatchewan; he did not ask iv:

Similarly in 1906 at the Premiers® 
Conference the Premier of British Col- 
umbia in his fight for better Provinciat 
terms than those granted that Prov- 
ince some yeare ago, based his argu- 
ments upon the terms enjoyed by the 
two new Provinces. He claimed that 
these were more generous than any 
British Columbia eajoyed, 

Other Conservative evidence in fa 
vor of the existing settlement of the 
land question is not far to seck. Mr; 
Wilson, of Lennox, «aid in the Do- 
minion House: 


‘The Provinces get the benefit of 
the lands, inasmuch as they get the 
people who settle on them, and they 
get the moucy besidee, while the 
Dominion is giving away the lands, 
but continues to pay for all time 
that subsidy.”

Foster said in. the 


“Your financial terms will bring 
upon you every Province in the Do- 
minion, Take it on any greand you 
like and by the proportion which 


you have meted out these North- 
west Provinces you have gone be- 
yond the financial conditions — of 


every other Province in this  Do- 
minion.” 

F. D, Monk (Cons.), referring = in 
Varliament to our subsidy in lieu of 
landa, apoke of: 

“This enormous indemnity, theee 
millions of dollars to keep a hold 
on the lands of the Northwest.” 

It was Hon, F. W. G, Haultain 
vow leader of the Conservatives — in 
Saskatchewan, who wrote in a letter 
lated March 10th, 1905: 


“f am not unwilling to admit that 
an immediate income increasing 
with population, is certain in 
the long ran to prove quite as satis- 
factory 2a any probable net in- 
come resulting from local adminis- 
tration of the public domain.” 
Yet this same Mr, Haultain makes 

his question his main ground for 
condemning the Liberal regime = in 
jaskatchewan. 

If the Provincial domain had been 
eft to Alberta or Saskatchewan the 
ocal Government would have — been 
rbliged to administer and pay for out 
4 the Provincial revenue: 

The administration of these lands; 
he mounted police; the immigration 
erfiée (upon which the Federal Gov- 
rnment spends a round — $1,000,000 
early), The Provinces would also 
ave to continue the  homesteading 
wlicy. Then the Provinces would 
vave to relinquish the fat subsidy 
vhich has been such a boon to them 
u their first years of growth,

R. L. BORDEN AND THELONDON 
ECONOMIST. 


Hamilton Times—The London Econ- 
mnist, which Mr. Borden pretended to 
quote in the House when reading from 
“he letter of an Ottawa correspondent, 
s very far irom being pessimistic re- 
rarding Canada. In an_ editorial it 
points out that some Canadians over- 
look the fact ‘that it is a normal state 
of affairs for Canada to become a debt+ 
or nation in inereasing measure for 
some years to come. Not the amount 
of the debt, but the wisdom or unwis- 
dom with which the borrowed capital 
isused is the matter for careful con- 
cern, There is no doubt as to the 
iuture ability of Canada to meet large 
obligations where such are legitimately 
incurred in making available the coun- 
iry’s national wealth. The British 
investor is more and more becoming 
convinced of this; and is likely—and 
rightly--to attach more importance to 
in additional $10,000,000 or $15,000,000 
received by Canada for the current 
year’s wheat crop, than tu the tempor- 
ary circumstances of u falling customs 
revenue, And those Canadians who 
ire inclined to let caution degencrate 
‘o pessimism should bear in mind 
that recent decreases in revenue-yield- 
ing imports are not entirely due to 
actual loss of purchasing power. Vol- 
uitary economy and deferred spend- 
ing are also doing their part—and are 
thus tending to strengthen the com- 
mend of Canada over foreign capital, 
which in the shape of future imports 
f commoditicé, will go to ‘continue 
the country’s uninterrupted develop- 
ment.” The Kconomist’s view com- 
mends itself to thougltiunl men. Can- 
ada is now making large investments, 
whieh are certain to yield her great 
dividenjJs in future prosperity, Ex- 
penditures of this kind are not money 
squandered. They are the foundations 
upon which a greater Canada will rest. 

It is worth noting here that at the

The poorest herd was one of 13 cows that 
averaged only 392 Ibs. milk and 16 Ibs. 
fat. If the 13 cows in this herd had giv« 
en only enough milk extra to bring them 
up to the average yield of all the 142 
cOws in the association they would have 
given enough milk in the month to 
make an extra 182 pounds of cheese 
wort!s $20.00. That would not be much 
improvement to ask just to bring them 
up to the average, not the best herd; 
afd if the cows are such that they can- 
not be made to yield an average quan- 
tity, should they be kept? 

At Warsaw, Ont., in June, 118 cows 
fave an average yield of 929 Ibs. milk, 
3.2 test, 29.9 lbs. fat. The best herd av- 
efago was 1042 Ibs. milk, 32.8° Ibs. fat 
from a# herd of 26 cows. This association 
record is in rather sharg contrast to the 
one above ,and indicates the great dif- 
ferences that exist between the results 
obtained in different sections of the 
country. Stated in another form, if the 
Ste. Emelie cows were as good milkers 
as those of Warsaw, they would have 
given an extra weight of 54.340 pounds 
daring the month.

WOMAN CHARGED WITH THEFTS 


A pitiable case of a woman with # 
baby in her arms and another boy, 
four years old, by her side, in the 
police court on a number of charges 
of theft, came up this morning before 
Magiatrates Wilson and Weeks.

that it had not, and, {t appeared later 
that the drayman iad misconstrued 
his instrnetions and jiad rétained the 
tent at the transfer warehouse, where 
it was found by the detective. On 
this charge the woman was sent up 
for trial. 

The police think that in the arrest 
of this woman they have also solved 
the mystery of the disappearance of a 
number of baby carriages during the 
past few weeks, and with the thefts 
of four of these she ‘will be charged 
this afternoon.

position to furnish labor of all trades 
necessary for the completion of his 
building. The reason for this action on 
the part of the labor is found in the 
fact that a number of contractors and 
members of the Builders’ Exchange have 
taken contracts and have not maintain- 
ed the hours and wage schedules agreed 
upon by the contractors and employees,
